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DUBLIN MILK PROSECUTION. 


Before Mr. Cooper yeaterday in the Northern 


Pembroke Urban Counci] against Mr. Andrew 
Lawlor, dairy ptoprietor, of 93 Morehampton 
road, Donnybrook, in respect of deficient milk, 
came up for hearing. 

Mr. BE. H. Burne, who appeared on behaif 
of the Pembroke Urban Council, said that when 
the ease was heard in July last the analysis 
was contested. Rather a vicious attack was 
made upon the imspector, and defendant in- 
sisted upon sending their own sample io Somer- 
set House. 

Mr. Cooper—And what did Cmsar say? 

Mr. Boyle (defending)—Casar hae justified 
us, because our sam le is better. 

Food Inspector John J. O'Dwyer gave evi- 
dence of purchasing the milk on June 14th. In 
the presence of the vendor he sealed and 
labelled the milk im three separate bottles. He 
gave one to the vendor kept one for reference, 
and sent one to Sir Charles Cameron for 
analysis. His certificate showed that the milk 
contained 13 per cent. of added. water, and that 
26 per cent. of the fats had been abstracted 
in addition. 

Mr. Cooper said that the Somerset House 
analysis showed that in the case of the Urban 
Council's sample not less than 9 per cent. of 
water had been added, and it was deficient in 
fats to the extent of 4 per cent. The vendor's 
sample contained 8 per cent .of added waiter, 
and was deficient of 32 per cent. of fais. One 
quarter of this deficiency was ‘probably due ta 
the added water. 

Mr. Burne eaid that, substantially, Sir Charles 
Cameron's analysis was fairly accurate. 

Mr. Cooper said that it varied considerably 
so far as the added water was concerned. He 


imposed a fine of £3 with 2 guineas to cover 
cost of analysis. 

Inspector O'Dwyer eaid that he had taken 
several samples before, and this was the only 
oceasion on which the milk had been ai fanit,
